Reporting of Tips 
May Raise Social 
Security Benefits 

Did cash tips make up part 
of your income last year? If 
so, are you familiar with the 
regulations relative to with¬ 
holding for income and social 
security taxes on such wages? 

The - Internal Revenue pointed 
out today that every employee 
who receives cash tips of $20 
or more in any calendar month 
while working for one employer 
must report the amount of tips 
received during the month to 
that employer. 

Jay G. Philpott, district di¬ 
rector, said cash tips are sub¬ 
ject to withholding of income 
and Social Security taxes, and 
must be reported to the em¬ 
ployer on or before the 10th 
day of the following month. 

The IRS has available free of 
charge Document 5640, "Re¬ 
porting Your Tips for Federal 
Tax Purposes,” which answers 
many questions on this subject. 

Document 5635, “Employee’s 
Daily Record of Tips and Re¬ 
port of Tips to Employer,” 
which is also free, contains a 
supply of the forrtis needed to 
make the necessary reports, 
and provides space to record 
each day’s tips for, 12 months. 

Philpott emphasized that tip 
income counts toward Social 
Security and Railroad Retire¬ 
ment benefits and may result 
in higher benefits for the em¬ 
ployee and his family. 

April 3 Deposit Deadline 
He also noted that employers 
who are liable for the withhold¬ 
ing of income taxes and Social 
Security taxes in excess of 
$2500 for any month of the pre¬ 
ceding calendar quarter are re¬ 
quired to make semi-monthly 
deposits of withholding and So¬ 
cial Security taxesi 
The second semi-monthly pay¬ 
ment for March ilnust be de¬ 
posited on or beforte April 3. 

All employers should use Fed¬ 
eral Tax Deposit Eorm 501 in 
making the deposits in a Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bank or an au¬ 
thorized commercial bank, Phil¬ 
pott said. 

"Employer’s llax Guide,” 
(Publication No. 15), commonly 
called Circular E, (furnishes de¬ 
tailed Information) on this sub¬ 
ject and may be obtained by 
sending a postcard to the Dis¬ 
trict Director, Internal Revenue 
Service, Springfield, HI. 62704.

The Madison city council

County Landfill 
Law Amended To 
Gain More Room 

An amendment to the Madi¬ 
son county sanitation ordinance 
approved by the county board 
of supervisors Wednesday 
morning will open the way for 
additional landfill operations in 
the county. 

Potential operators who hold 
mortgaged property valued at 
$15,000 may now obtain land¬ 
fill licenses from the county 
and bonds from bonding com¬ 
panies if the operator provides 
an appropriate appraisal. 

Carl Buehler, assistant super¬ 
visor of Granite City township 
and sanitation committee chair¬ 
man who presented the amend¬ 
ment, said that bonding com¬ 
panies would not provide the 
necessary bonds without the 
amendment. 

Jack Clifford, sanitation offi¬ 
cer, said after the meeting that 
he knows of two prospective op¬ 
erators from the northern parts 
of the county who can now 
qualify. They must maintain 
all other landfill requirements 
to retain a county license. 

During the meeting a propos¬ 
al to creat a county weed con¬ 
trol department to control John¬ 
son grass was defeated by a se¬ 
cret ballot vote of 35 to 10. It 
was argued that township gov¬ 
ernments now have the author 
ity to control weeds in their 
own areas. 

A request by the nursing 
school of Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity -Southwestern campus 
to use the county nursing home 
as a clinical facility in the 
training of student nurses was 
approved. 

Daniel Churovich, assistant 
Granite City township supervi¬ 
sor and a member of the nurs¬ 
ing home committee, reported 
that each student would spend 
three hours a week at the 
home, and that a faculty mem¬ 
ber would be with them at all 
times. The home had 58 resi¬ 
dents on March 1. Training 
will be under the supervision 
of the home superintendent. 

Resolutions authorized t h e 
county to divest itself of real 
estate acquired in a delinquent 
tax sale Dec. 12 for $1878 
either through deeds of convey¬ 
ance or cancellation of certifi¬ 
cates of purchase. Seventy-one 
of the parcels are on Ken- 
Island. 

William Webb, assistant Gran¬ 
ite City township supervisor and 
chairman of the juvenile de¬ 
tention home committee, re¬ 
ported that only $200,000 in 
bonds will be marketed to fi¬ 
nance the $450,000 home now 
under construction, and that 
they will be marketed among 
county banks and financial in¬ 
stitutions with maturity sched¬ 
ules of five to 10 years. He said 
the amount was too small for 
the national bonding market. A 
short schedule will reduce in¬ 
terest paid by the county, he 
said. 

Purchase of title insurance 
for the home was made on a 
low bid of $800 submitted by the 
firm of O’Neill & O’Neill. Five 
bids submitted ranged up to 
$1225. 

The board approved the re¬ 
appointment of William O. 
Hayes of Alton to a five-year 
terms on the county Board of 
Appeals. 

Appointed by Harold Landolt, 
board chairman, to the new 
bounty parks and recreation 
committee were Milton Allen of 
Granite City, chairman, Wil¬ 
liam Nicolet, Paul Riebold, Hen¬ 
ry Nolle and Robert Miller. 

The board endorsed the nom¬ 
ination of Harry Kluge, retired 
county highway superintendent, 
as a member of the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority. 

A resolution by Harry Briggs 
. and Roger Deltour of Nameoki 
I township calling for the crea¬ 
tion of a metropolitan airport 
authority was approved. Briggs 
cited the future need for ex¬ 
panded airport facilities in the 
two-state region. 

The firm of R. C. Scheffel & 
Co. of Alton, certified public 
accountants, again was re¬ 
tained to conduct the county’s 
independent outside audit for 
the 1967 fiscal year at a cost 
not to exceed $13,350, the same 
as the previous year, or cm a 
time basis, whichever is lesser. 

A financial report for the 
county sheriff’s office showed 
net excess fees of $10,501 with 
a loan of $15,000 due to the 
county revenue fund, the board 
recommended that the sheriff 
turn over the net fees to that 
fund and to retire the loan as 
soon as possible. 

Nineteen patients were report¬ 
ed at the county tuberculosis 
sanitorium on Feb. 29. During 
February, six patients were ad¬ 
mitted, seven were discharged 
and one died.

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Cities Exempt from 
Reporting Bond Debt 

Illinois legislation that re¬ 
quires the state treasurer to 
publish a report on the "rev¬ 
enue bonded indebtedness of the 
state" does not apply to local 
governmental bodies and muni¬ 
cipalities, but does apply to cor¬ 
porations, instrumentalities and 
agencies acting for the State of 
Illinois which issue revenue 
bonds, according to a ruling by 
Illinois Attorney General Wil¬ 
liam G. Clark. 

The law therefore would apply 
in this area to the Bi-State De¬ 
velopment Agency and to the 
Tri-City Regional Port district, 
both of which are created by I 
state directives and which are 1 
authorized to issue revenue | 
bonds. 

Clark delivered the opinion to ] 
State Treasurer Adlai E. Stev¬ 
enson III to clarify the legisla¬ 
tive requirement. 

Clark also handed down an 
opinion that a recorder of deeds 
or a registrar of deeds can re¬ 
fuse to record a deed presented 
to him for recording unless it is 
accompanied by a declaration 
showing the full consideration 
for the property transferred. 
An opinion on the issue was re¬ 
quested by State’s Attorney 
Max B. Stewart of Hancock 
county.

Ban On Self-Incrimination Traced 


(Tri-City and Illinois 
Bar Associations) 

An analysis of the Fifth 
Amendment to the U. S. Consti¬ 
tution, upon which many recent 
decisions of the U. S. Supreme 
Court have been based, may be 
found in a 100-page booklet 
published by the Illinois State 
Bar Association. 

The booklet, entitled "Your 
Bill of Rights,” offers a discus¬ 
sion by attorneys of the 23 
basic rights contained in the 
Bill of Rights, the first 10 
amendments to the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

It may be obtained without 
charge by request to the Illi¬ 
nois Bar Center, Springfield, 
III. 62701. 

The attorney-author of the 
chapter entitled “Amendment 
V—Self Incrimination,” points 
out that this rule of law was 
developed in ancient England 
before it became part of the 
Bill of Rights. He observes: 

“The historical source of 
the very words of the Fifth 
Amendment may be found 
in the ancient phrase ‘no 
man Is bound to accuse 
himself’ which developed 
as a rule of law in England 
in the 1600s. 

“Initially, this rule appears 
to have grown up as a reaction 
to the practices of the ecclesi¬ 
astical courts and the court of 
the Star Chamber, whereby an 
accused might be put on oath, 
and then questioned generally 
about any subject. 

“Thus, the accused might be 
faced with the choice of per¬ 
juring himself or becoming the 
tool of his own indictment or 
conviction if he ever had done 
anything suspicious.” 

The Fifth Amendment pro¬ 
vides that no person “. . . 


shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a. witness 
against himself.” 

One of the most recent de¬ 
cisions of the U. S. Supreme 
Court to utilize the Fifth 
Amendment concerned the Na¬ 
tional Firearms Act passed by 
Congress in 1934 shortly after 
an attempt on the life of Presi¬ 
dent Franklin Roosevelt. 

The act required owners of 
sawed-off shotguns, machine 
guns, and certain other weap¬ 
ons to register these arms with 
the government. 

It was designed to enable the 
government to keep track of 
such guns in the event they 
should fall into the hands of 
the criminal element. 

In voiding the registra¬ 
tion law, the high court 
held that the individual 
who registered such weap¬ 
ons as were specified in¬ 
creased his chances of 
prosecution In a self-incrim¬ 
inating way. 

In delivering the ma¬ 
jority opinion. Justice Har¬ 
lan said there was a high 
correlation between the ob¬ 
ligation to register and the 
possibility of prosecution. 
Eight members of the Court 
concurred, with only Chief 
Justice Warren dissenting. 

The act was challenged by 
Miles Edward Hayes ot Dallas, 
who had been sentenced to four 
years in prison for the posses¬ 
sion of an unregistered shot¬ 
gun. 

Unlike the federal law, which 
required registration of certain 
specified firearms, a new Illi¬ 
nois law calls for registration 
of firearm owners, without re¬ 
gard to the type of guns owned. 

The state law becomes ef¬ 
fective July 1, 1968. 


NATIONA L NEWSPAPER 
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Avoidance of Multiplier Does Not 
End Need for Expert Reappraisals 

Sighs of relief heard in some parts of 
Madison county over state certification of a 
"one" multiplier for property tax assessments 
in this county are tempered in the Quad-Cities 
by three realizations: 

1. This community was hardest hit by the 
County Review Board adjustments made after 
the Illinois Revenue Department threatened a 
1.0309 multiplier. 

2. In selecting areas and categories to be 

increased and others to be left the same, the 
Review Board apparently lacked the time or 
inclination to ascertain whether its general 
choices were entirely fair. Then it disregarded 
"over 99 %" of the objections filed following its 
blanket increases for neighborhoods and types 
of property, without trying to study their val¬ 
idity. , 

3. Although somewhat improved by the 
Review Board’s commendable crackdown on 
assessors who had departed radically from the 
50% of value standard, valuations are still far 
from uniform within the county, within each 
township and even within each block. 

As we have been saying for years, fair as¬ 
sessing will remain out of reach until more spe¬ 
cific yardsticks are established and until im¬ 
partial experts are hired to reassess the entire 
county, with their findings placed in effect by 
the Review Board. 


GOP Lacks 17 Committeemen 

Hopes for a two-party resurgence in Madi¬ 
son county may have faltered somewhat due to 
the lack of filing for Republican precinct com¬ 
mitteeman posts in 17 of the 54 Quad-City 
voting precincts. However, such positions can be 
filled by appointment, and direct campaigning 
by candidates possibly can overcome the handi¬ 
cap in neighborhoods not served by active 
party captains.

Election Outlook Changing Because Both 
Doves, Hawks Believe War Must End Soon 

The nearly unprecedented proliferation of 
presidential candidacies reflects the troubled 
times-and growing public awareness that con¬ 

tinuation of present policies may not bring 
marked improvement in the near or even distant 
future. 

Those who despair over the extent of pre¬ 
convention debate should be comforted by the 
fact that this country has repeatedly showed its 
ability to retain or change leadership by ballots 
rather than by force — a quality unfortunately 
absent in governments having jurisdiction over 
most of the population. 

What is of greater concern as the first 
quarter of 1968 nears an end is that more is 
at stake than merely presidential aspirations or 
even the issue of unity during an unpopular 
war. The discussion in essence is whether the 
status quo or a gradual expansion of Vietnam 
fighting will permit the U. S. to survive; in ad¬ 
dition to the tragic loss of life, few if any 
authorities deny that America is "painting itself 
into a corner" financially. 

Both "doves” and "hawks" agree on the 
importance of an early end to the conflict; they 
differ only over the way this can or should be 
achieved. 

At the outer extremes of these two view¬ 
points are callous abandonment of South Viet¬ 
nam to Communist terrorism or resort to ade¬ 
quate force to win promptly without regard to 
whether this launches world war III and the de¬ 
struction of mankind. 

As long as the incumbent administration 
can polarize the alternatives, limiting them to 
existing procedures or the lunatic fringes of 
peace and war advocacy, re-election in Novem¬ 
ber seems assured. But there surely are more 
than these three options, and fewer people are 
willing to wear the* blinders that restrict them 
to the three. * 

Just as “victory” and "progress toward 
victory" are somewhat hard to define in this 
case, it cannot be absolutely proven that we are 
stalemated in Vietnam. But provision of in¬ 
creasingly sophisticated weapons to our foes 
enables Russia and China to watch and wait as 
the struggle becomes more and more costly to 
the U. S. while costing the suppliers no lives and 
only a relatively minor monetary drain. 

Caution remains essential in any confronta¬ 
tion related so closely to the survival of civili¬ 
zation. But Americans' proper interest in na¬ 
tional survival suggests some type of frank dia¬ 
logue in which we make clear our unwillingness 
to continue following limited-war rules that so 
obviously favor the other side. 

Alley fighters always win against a Marquis 
of Queensbury opponent with a boxing glove 
on one hand and the other tied behind his back. 

The flower of our young manhood is be¬ 
ing sacrificed in just such an uneven fight—in¬ 
cluding our future scientists, educators and phi¬ 
losophers. judging from latest draft regulations. 
There have been 15 Quad-City war dead al¬ 
ready. 

Communists are said to be willing to wait 
20 years if necessary to capture South Vietnam. 
Present trends indicate the U. S. cannot wait 
that long to drive them out. Voters may well 
decide that die "time for a change" is this year.

Investment Eggs in Single Basket 


Label Aids Processing of Returns 


(Internal Revenue Service) 

Q. I made a mistake in filling 
out the pre-addressed Form 
1040 I got in the mail. What 
should I do? 

A. The label on your form 
may be peeled off and put on 
another Form 1040. Use of this 
label will help avoid mistakes 
or delays in processing your 
return since it contains the in¬ 
formation needed to identify 
your tax account. 

Copies of tax forms are avail¬ 
able at most banks and' post 
offices as well as local offices 
of the IRS. 

Q. How does the retire¬ 
ment income credit work? 
Does it reduce your income 
or the tax you owe? 

A. The retirement income 
credit is a credit against 
your Income tax. Taxpayers 
qualified to claim this credit 
can reduce their tax by up 
to 15% of their “retirement 
Income.” Use Schedule B, 
Form 1040, to claim this 
credit. 

Further details on this credit 
are contained in the booklet, 
“Retirement Income and Cred¬ 
it,” Document No. 5018. Send a 
postcard to your IRS District 
Director for a free copy. 

Q. I still have not received 
one of my W-2's from a former 
employer. Can I file without it? 

A. W-2 forms from all employ¬ 
ers should be attached to your 
return to avoid delays in proc¬ 
essing. 

Ask your former employer 
about it, since he is required by 
law to give W-2 statements to 
his former employees within 30 
days after the last payment of 


wages. 

Q. I am itemizing my de¬ 
ductions. Should I send in 
my expense records when I 
file? 

A. No, do not send in rec¬ 
ords with the return. 

If your return is selected 
for audit, then you may be 
required to either send or 
bring them in. 

Note that for some deduc¬ 
tions or exclusions, sched- 
u 1 e s or supplementary 
forms must be filled in and 
attached to the Form 1040. 
Check your 1040 instructions 
carefully before you file. 

Q. Does interest from a sav¬ 
ings account have to be report¬ 
ed as income if it's under 610? 

A. Yes, this interest income 
must be reported if you,are re¬ 
quired to file a return. 

Q. How should I figure 
my deduction for state gas¬ 
oline tax? 

A. On page 9 of the 1040 
instructions, there is a table 
• you can use. It is based on 
the state tax rate and the 
mileage driven. 

Q. Are the dividends on GI 
life insurance taxable? 

A. No, they are not. Dividends 
on other insurance policies are 
not taxable, either, when they 
represent a return of premiums 
paid. 

Q. Can a single person use 
the head of household tax 
rates? 

A. Yes, if he furnished over 
half the cost of maintaining a 
home for a dependent relative 
or his unmarried child, grand¬ 
child or stepchild. Details on 
this may be found on page 3 of 
the 1040 instructions. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY 
DESERVES SUPPORT 

To the Editor: 

Madison county newspapers 
published a letter, in complete 
text or with quotations there¬ 
from, written by one of the 
candidates for state’s attorney. 

In the first paragraph this 
candidate stated that he read 
in the news media that Walter 
Simmons of Granite City had 
chosen the next state's attor¬ 
ney for Madison county. 

Actually, the news media 
stated, "Members of the Madi¬ 
son County Central Democratic 
Committee endorsed nine can¬ 
didates for congressional, state 
and county offices.” 

Rather than Walter Simmons 
choosing our next state’s attor¬ 
ney, the Democratic Central 
Committee of Madison county 
consisting of 27 members, in¬ 
cluding township chairmen and 
members-at-large decided (by 
nominations from the floor and 
without Mr. Simmons casting a 
vote) to endorse Leon Scrog¬ 
gins, incumbent, for his party’s 
nomination and the opportu¬ 
nity, if nominated, to oppose 
the Republican candidate for 
state’s attorney in November. 
1 Secondly, I wish to note that 
Walter Simmons is not from 
Granite City. I am sure the 
writer would be cognizant of 
this fact if he was a very ac¬ 
tive, hard working member of 
the party whose nomination he 
seeks, whether he had previ¬ 
ously worked for an endorsed 
candidate, an underdog or dark 
horse candidate. 

In the second paragraph he 
said, “However, it is my un¬ 
derstanding that the primary 
is for the purpose of enabling 
the people to choose their own 
candidates rather than have a 
machine-picked slate force-fed 
to them.” 

I can’t help but wonder if he 
is not chagrined and a little 
bitter due to the Central Com¬ 
mittee’s endorsement of the in¬ 
cumbent state's attorney rather 
than himself. 

I rest assured that if the Cen¬ 
tral Committee saw fit to en¬ 
dorse him instead, the adjec¬ 
tives “machine-picked slate” 
and “force-fed” would be fur¬ 
thermost from bis mind. 

It is annoying to find that in 
the most recent past, the only 
way a candidate not receiving 
the endorsement of bis party 


chooses to campaign is with 
name-calling tactics, Inferring 
that the party’s organization— 
whetlfer it be Republican or 
Democratic—4s somewhat of a 
cross between a grotesque, 
savage, pre-historic animal and 
a massive, mechanical com¬ 
puter suddenly gone wild, fol¬ 
lowing voters into the voting 
booths on election day and 
devouring everyone who does 
not cast his ballot according to 
party endorsements. 

Non-endorsed candidates 
seemed to have forgotten that 
in actuality the endorsement of 
a political party does not nomi¬ 
nate that particular candidate 
and is no reason for them to 
throw up their hands in despair 
—not if they are willing to con¬ 
duct an energetic, hard¬ 
working, tireless campaign from 
person-to-person ton tacts, ring¬ 
ing doorbells, meeting the 
masses, etc., and convincing 
the voters that they are the 
most qualified for the office 
they seek.

A petition for rezoning 11 
acres of land lying along the 
Wabash railroad tracks and to 
be a part of Wilson Park Es¬ 
tates was approved by the 
Granite City council Monday 
night, subject to engineering 
approval of sewage and drain¬ 
age plans for future construc¬ 
tion within the area. A rezon¬ 
ing ordinance is to be prepared 
for adoption. 

In a report by the City Plan 
Commission which recommend-, 
ed the rezoning approval, Wil¬ 
liam F. Hoelscher, commission 
chairman, informed the coun¬ 
cil that the petition was recon¬ 
sidered after having been 
tabled in an earlier planning 
commission hearing in Febru¬ 
ary. 

The petition requested rezon¬ 
ing from an R-2 single-family 
dwelling district to an R-4 two- 
family or duplex district. 

Need Engineer Approval 

The plan commission recom¬ 
mended the request be granted. 
Hoelscher reported, "with the 
specific understanding that the 
sewage and drainage from the 
project will be approved by the 
city engineer, taking into ac¬ 
count that the lift stations at 
Wilson Park which handle the 
sewage and drainage for the 
Lueders Park subdivision, Wil¬ 
son Park Estates and this 
project to be developed, are 
already inadequate." 

The report of the plan com¬ 
mission said that the plot plan 
layout of the Rr4 duplex de¬ 
velopment planned for the re¬ 
zoned area "will not meet the 
land subdivision requirements 
and, for that reason, is to be 
developed as a single unit with 
all interior roads, streets and 
sidewalks to be maintained by 
the developer. 

In addition to an interior pri¬ 
vate 20-foot asphalt roadway 
at the northwesterly border of 
the project, an additional 50- 
foot strip of land has been set 
aside for dedication to the city 
for a future roadway between 
Amos avenue and 24th street. 

No City Engineer 

While the council authorized 
preparation of an ordinance to 
change the zoning, Alderman 
Rutledge, chairman of the Zon¬ 
ing committee, commented, 
“This is dead until we get an 
engineer. We should be con¬ 
cerned over this, and I’m very 
unhappy, because here we have 
people who want to build and 
help the city increase its as¬ 
sessed valuation.” 

Rutledge comments came 
after a discussion earlier in the 
council session when Mayor 
Partney said he would not sign 
the renewal contract with Re¬ 
search Planning & Design As¬ 
sociates. 

Alderman Johnson pointed 
out the mayor had not vetoed 
the council’s action in approv¬ 
ing the contract, so the con¬ 
tract would be valid. Rutledge 
asked for an opinion from City 
Atty. Allen. 

Cites Wasted Funds 

Rutledge said that last year 
the council had spent several 
hundred dollars for engineering
